Fire District Installs ‘Three Way’.Radio 
Equipment for Trucks and Stations 


Recognizing the need for the most 
modern possible communication fa- 
cilities as an aid to firefighting, the 
Menlo Park fire district last week 
began installation of “three way” 


. radio equipment on its vehicles and 


at its four stations. 

Most evident pieces of apparatus 
are the 36-foot transmitter antenna 
mast which now tops the district’s 
East Palo Alto, Atherton and Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas stations, and the 
24-foot mast which surmounts the 
57-foot drill tower at headquarters 
station at 1077 Merrill street, Menlo 
Park. 

‘THREE WAY’ 

The new equipment will provide 
for communication between the dis- 
tricts several trucks and cars, he- 
tween mobile units and the fire sta- 
tions, among the fire stations them- 
selves. 

The installations are no more ex- 
pensive than more conventional 


* short wave radio intercommunica- 


tion systems. 

The network is the larzest to be 
installed by a firefighting agency 
in the bay area, Frank J. Bella, 
engineer in charge of installing 
the units, said this week. 

Bella is representing the Federal 
communications commission in 
making the installation, and will 


’ also train fire district personnel in 


cperation and fundamental maint- 
enance of the radio instruments. 
He resides at 925 Middle avenue. 


ELEVEN UNITS 

A total of 11 units are-to be placed 
in opearticn at the present time, al- 
though the fire district has permis- 
sion to activate as many as 25 send- 
ing and receiving units. 

Equipment at the stations is to 
be manned 24 hours a day, and may 
be used for interstation communica- 
tion as well as in case of an actual 
fire. 

The new operation supplants a 
former system, under which fire 
district radio calls were relayed 
through the San Mateo county 
sheriff’s office radio station in 
Redwocd City. 


Most powerful cf the transmitters 
installed is that at headquarters sta- 
tion, which will h2ve a range of 30 
to 40 miles. Other station transmit- 
ters wil have ranges of 10 tc 20 miles, 
and mobile equipment will have 
shorter range,.modified by terrain. 

During a fire, however, it will not 
be necessary to use “headquarters” 


* transmitters to relay orders. 


_CCMMAND CARS 


~~ 


The fire chief’s cars can “take 
over” at the scene, sending calls for 
more equipment or transmitting in- 
structions to trucks already at a 
fire. 

The radios were built by an East 
Palo Alto firm. 

For the record, the equipment is 
of the frequency modulation or

Leader Gives 


His Views on Tax, ‘Crowding’ Issues 


In place of Mayor Charles P. 
Rurgess’s regular column, “Your 
City’s Business,” Harrison John- 
ston this week takes over the space 
to give his personal views of the 
high school tax increase proposal 
and the attendance situation at 
Menlo-Atherton high school.

Tomerrow will be an important 
day for the Sequoia Union high 
school district, at which time the 
voters will determine whether or not 
the district’s high school program 
can be continued along the same 
high standard of accomplishment 
and efficiency, that has won it rec- 
ognition for years, or face financial 
crisis, which very well may force 
the school administration to re- 
trench to the possible detriment of 
proper education for our high school 
students. 

Tomorrow we will vote on the re- 
quest of the board of trustees for 
permission to raise school taxes to 
$1.50, which is 50 cents over the 
existing rate. This is called a permis- 
sive tax, made permissive by the 
vote of the people. It will continue 
in effect for five years, and there 
are two very substantial reasons for 
it. 

TWO REASONS FOR TAX 

The first reason is inflation. No 
one needs to be told about the 
shrinkage in the value of the pres- 
ent dollar, and nowhere is it felt 
more than in the costs of school op- 
eration. The existing dollar tax was 
adequate when prices were lower, 
and maintenance costs far less. In- 
stead of one high schcol, the district 
now will have two to support and 
maintain, with separate plants in 
Menol Park and at Redwood City. 

There is a sharp increase in the 
cost of maintenance, and teaching 
salaries have to be advanced to meet 


ithe increasing cost of living. In fact, 


everything in connection with school 


‘operation shows a considerable ad- 


-vace, just as has occurred in virtu- 
elly every other field of endeavor. 
While the problem itself is 
grave, the solution is simple. To 
centinue the excellent record of 
high school education, for which 
the Sequcia district has won wide 
2cclaim, the beard must have more 
money with which to operate. 
The second reason the permissive 
tax is-needed, is to provide a lay- 
away fund for capital expenditures. 
Capital expenditures:~ usually are 
previded for by means of bond is- 
sues, but Sequoia, in its attempt 
to Keep pace with en ever increas- 
ing cnrollment in its high school, 
and rapidly mounting costs, tempor- 
arily has exhausted its bonding ca- 
pacity, which is only five per cent 
of its assessed valuation. Conse- 
quently, it must seek more revenue 
to keep apace with progress and 
develepment. 
WILL RAISE $490,000 
It has been est2blished that dur- 
ing the first year of the five years 


the permissive tax, is to be in effect, 
between $400,000 and $450,000 will be 
raised. Of this amount at least half 
will be set aside for capital expend- 
itures, to complete the full school 
building programs at Menlo-Ather- 
ton and San Carlos-Belmont. 

First, however, the board wants 
to purchase a site for a fourth 
high school, which will be needed 
in the not too distant future to 
handle the Sequoia district enroll- 
ment. That certainly seems to be 
scund logic, in view of the way 
real estate values on the Peninsula 
are soaring every year. 

However, the board has gone on 
record that following the purchase 
of the site for the fourth high 
school, nothing will be done in the 
way of constructing that school, un- 
til after full completion of the 
Menlo-Atherton and San Carlos- 
Belmont schools, and they will be 
completed, the board declares, down 
to the last detail set up for their 
construction in the program pre- 
sented to the people. 

We, in Menlo Park, have been 
somewhat disturbed by reports our 
new school will be overcrowded 
when it opens in September. How- 
ever, after a very careful analysis 
and study of this question, facts and 
figures prove this will not be true. 
While it has been widely heralded 
that our Menlo school was geared 
to a maximum capacity of 800 im its 
present state of completion, research 
figures prove it can competently 
take care of.a much larger enroll- 
ment. In fact, an enrollment of 
scme 1225 can be handled at our 
new institution, when it opens in 
September, without difficulty, 01 
without the slightest lessening of 
efficiency. 

REASONS CITED 

Here are a couple of the. main 
reasons: Our new school has 18 reg- 
ular classrooms, and 17 special class- 
rooms. Special classrooms are Set 
aside for the exclusive use of cer- 
tain studies, but there is not the 
slightest reason why they cannot be 
used as general classrooms as well, 
instead of standing idle when these 
special uses are not called for. So, 
all our 35 classrooms will serve as 
general classrooms, which insures 
there will be ample seating capacity, 
and complete instruction for every 
student attending. 

Our schcol wiil have the six- 

period day, which makes for a 
shorter schocl day for the indi- 
vidual student. If we were to 
adopt the seven-period school 
day, which Sequeia has, we could 
handle even more than 1225 stu- 
dents in cur present plant.

District Business Manager Hum- 
phrey Lynch was directed to contact 
other contractors at the high school, 
to find out whether immediate start 
of construction of the fence would 
interfere with their operations.

TOMORROW throughout the Séquoia District there will be a special 
election by which the Board of Trustees hopes to raise the money necessary

The need is quite obvious for Item No. 1, the operating budget, which 
provides for soaring costs, and needed increases in teachers’ salaries, to- 
gether with the emergency fund, for such items as the new water main system, 
and enlarging of the power system to stop dangerous overloading. Fire offi- 
cials say these are urgent. We are all conscious of special safety measures 
necessary to insure the protection of our children at school. 


Whatever balances remain at the end of each fiscal year will be put into 
the capital outlay fund. The first use of this capital outlay fund will be the 
purchase of a fourth high school site before inflationary prices shoot prop- 
erty any higher. However, after purchase of the site nothing will be done 
on the fourth high school, until the Menlo-Atherton and San Carlos-Belmont 
plants are completed. Buildings will be added at both schools as enrollment 
demands, and as funds from the new tax become available.
